Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 06/02/201 0 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date 
has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 and 3-8 are allowed. The following is a statement of reasons for the 
indication of allowable subject matter: The prior art, considered individually and in 
combination, fail to teach stretching the polymer film in a width direction while being 
shrink in a longitudinal direction, and wherein based on the lengths in the width direction 
and the longitudinal direction of the polymer film before being stretched, a change ratio 
(STD) of the length in the width direction of the polymer film resulting from the stretching 
and a change ratio (SMD) of the length in the longitudinal direction of the polymer film 
resulting from the shrinking satisfy the relationship found in the claim.
